| HINGES ON FATE 


Reassuring statements from 
ministers of the various govern- 
ments and the leading press or- 
ganizations have had a soothing 
effect for a time, but with every 
new incident in Europe the ques- 
tions are monotonously repeated. 
The threat of “war” is in the air 
and will not be dissipated 

In the opinion of those in the 
highest quarters and well able to 
judge, the danger of war cannc 
minimized and is always present 
but those who would be antagonists 
are now so evenly matched that no 
war with any 


guarantee of victory. 


It is believed that there would be 


a war today if any one of the ag- 
gressor nations thought was pos- 
sible to strike quickly, make im- 
mense gains immediately and lo- 


| calize the conflict. 


Adolf Hitler's reoccupation of 
the Rhineland and his invasion of 
Austria were both cases where it 
was possible to get spectacular 
results without risk of defeat or 
peril a major war. But now 
that Great Britain has re-armed 
and the French have demonstrat- 
ed that their army has reached 
war-time efficiency it is doubted 
whether Hitler or anybody else is 
going to challenge the combined 
might of these two powers on any 
issue which is now certain to 
bring a major war. 

The danger in Czechoslovakia is 
that Hitler might be led to believe 


that neither France nor Great Brit- | 


ain would intervene and that it 
would be possible for him to seize 


part of that country with only local

But the implication may or may not prove 
correct that they will not need housing in 
the camps when the harvest is over. 

Perhaps instead of selling these and 
other work camps they should be pre- 
served as monuments to the nation’s six 
year failure to find a solution for the 
problem of unemployment. Besides, they 
may be needed again after a while, since 
the solution has not yet been discovered. 


A Wage-Work Bonus 


the new “credit plan” to be introduced in 
Alberta is that anyone who works two 
days to liquidate his taxes to a municipal- 
ity will be allowed to work a third day for 
which he will be paid wages, The munici- 
pality, it is implied, can square matters 
with the provincial treasury by charging 
up payments so made by it against the So- 
cial Service tax or any other claim the 
province may have upon it. 

Even critics, who can restrain their 
hostility to the Aberhart Government | 
enough to admit some good thing may 
come out of Nazareth, may find something 
prospectively useful in a scheme of the 
kind, or at least acquit it of harmful pro- 
pensities.

Is It Worth the Price? 
Since, for whatever reason, Premier 
Hepburn of Ontario has declared he will 
not co-operate in revising the British 
North America Act, it is assumed Premier 
Duplessis of Quebec will take the same 
stand, The assumption is natural, because 
the two have obviously entered into a 
conspiracy to “gang up” on the other 
provinces, undermine the Dominion auth- 
ority, stress provincialism at the expense 


of national solidarity—and export the 
surplus electric current of Quebec power 
companies to the United States. Besides 
which Premier Duplessis has consistently 
maintained that Confederation was “a 
contract between states’. He could there- 
fore with somewhat better grace than his 
consort refuse to talk about changing the 
terms of the “contract”. 

If the people of Ontario and Quebec 
are minded to block revision of the con- 
stitution they can of course do so, since 
they have the weight of membership in 
parliament. But because their Premiers 
are so minded it does not follow that the 
public in the two provinces are solidly in 
opposition to amendment, or that the 
members and senators from the two prov- 
inces would vote as a body against a rea- 
sonable readjustment of the terms, in the 
making of which readjustment their views 
were given full consideration. Ontario and 
Quebec voters may not depend on Mr. 
Hepburn and Mr. Duplessis to tell them 
whether their loyalty belongs first to the 
Dominion or to their particular province. 

And in the interests of the Dominion, 
material and sentimental, the fact can 
hardly be disputed that Confederation 
needs readjustment to present day needs 
and conditions. If Ontario and Quebec are 
entirely satisfied with the present federal- 
provincial relations—and their voters have 
not said so—those are the only two prov- 
inces that are satisfied. Alike the mari- 
times, the prairie provinces and British 
Columbia are urging revision. 

If Messrs. Hepburn and Duplessis 
choose to hinder and delay the process of 
investigation, consultation and conference 
by which revision may be made in an 
atmosphere of sympathetic understanding 
they can of course do so. But they will 
know that in so doing they are fighting 
national unity and building up resentment 
toward their provinces on both the east 
and the west.

‘Old Country Letter

LONDON, Eng.—(By Mail.)—It used to be 
said that every French soldier carried a Field 
Marshal's baton in his knapsack, just as every 
boy born in the United States is a potential presi- 
dent of the republic. 

It was never true of the British Army where 
a great gulf is fixed between 
the commissioned officer and 
the rank and file. Seldom does 
the private soldier become an 
officer—except, of course, in 
time of such emergency as the 
Great War. 

The Labor Party has always 
protested against the social 
cleavage which has made the 
commissioned officer almost 
entirely an upper-class product.

To become a commissioned officer, except in the 
rare case of promotion from non-commissioned 


rank, a boy must pass through Sandhurst or 
Woolwich. 

To get into either means an expensive 
education to begin with and a heavy outlay 


afterwards. Moreover, when a young man fin- 
ally gets his commission he needs an allowance 
from his people in addition to his pay. 

It follows that only well-to-do people can 
afford to send their sons into the Army on these 
terms and it is this, rather than any specific in- 
hibition, which restricts commissions in the 
Army to the aristocracy and gentry of the 
country.» 


Thanks to the new Minister of War, Mr. Hore- 
Belisha, this is to be changed and Sandhurs 
Woolwich are to be thrown open to any boy 
shows “soldierly instinct” regardless of 
position, 


It is proposed to draw on the elementary 
secondary schoo! field to find officers most t 
able to the needs of the new army. Free places 
are to be provided at Sandhurst and Woolwich, 
maintena being awarded by unlimited 
scholarships.

It was really less than half the 
officer's pay, but hereafter he is to receive full 
pay. The ages for retirement are lowered. When 
a candidate obtains his commission as subaltern 
he will know that he will become a captain in 
eight years and every captain will be certain of 
becoming a major in another nine years,

It takes good judgment on the part of the 
patient or the physician to know the right ime 
to start judicious exercising is increased 
exercise should start before the patient leaves 
his bed and should at first consist of easy move- 
ments made while the patient is still lying down. 

Simply opening and shutting the fingers 
vigorously and bending the feet back and forth 
will be sufficient for the first day or two. Muscu- 
lar tension should then be gradually increased 
by contracting the muscles of the legs and arms 
Try to do this by tightening up the muscles of 
one limb ata time. The next step is the flexing 
and extending of each arm and leg alternately 

These should be done several times daily until 
the muscles have improved in tone. The patient 
is then ready to try sitting up, using sufficient 
so that he does not remain sitting so long 
as to become over-tired. As he continues to im- 
prove, he may try some simple stretching exer- 
cises while standing. Raising the arms slowly 
in front of the body, inhaling while raising, and 
lowering the arms slowly while exhaling, may 
be tried. This will free the circulation in the 
upper part of the body to some extent. After a 
few of these standing-up exercises, lie down for 
a few minutes and rest. 

Next, start taking short walks daily, 
ally increasing the length of the walk by walk- 
ing for one minute longer each day. No matter 
how good you feel, do not increase your 
any faster than this. 

This regulation of > will 
build up the heart's muscle as the rest of the 
body is strengthened. When you have progres: 
ed to the point where you are able to indulge in 
more vigorous activity, you should still be care 
ful not to over-do it. A good rule to follow is 
stop any activity just short of the point where it 
causes you to be uncomfortable. By observing 
yourself you will find out how much you can do 
without causing such symptoms as shortness of 
breath and oppression within the chest.
